Margaret 
KF5KHJ, Evans KF5DNI, and Rick W3GWU went to the clubhouse twice late in 
the week, operating for a total of less than three hours. N5BL made eleven con- 
tacts with ten of the 13 states. Most contacts were made on 20 meters using the 
beam antenna. That is enough to qualify for a certificate from the event organiz- 
ers. When it arrives, we will put it up on the wall.
